Press Reporters 

This is the time of year when many organizations 
throughout the town and country are holding election 
of officeta and naming their committees for the com¬ 
ing year. Some of thesp groups (and the number is 
growing) make a point of naming a press reporter or 
a publicity convener — a person whose job will be in 
the coming year to see that the local newspaper gets 
factual accounts of the organization’s activities. These 
organizations which have had the foresight to name 
a press reporter will be assured of getting good coyer- 
age of their activities and projects through the col- 
ums of the Advocate. 

Organizations which complain of getting little or 
no publicity have, almost invariably, neglected to give 
a member of their group the specific job of supply¬ 
ing the Advocate with news of their activities. 

The Advocate does its best to cover the more im¬ 
portant meeting or to arrange for coverage, but limi¬ 
tation of time and staff must be considered. A meet¬ 
ing that may take two or three hours may only rate 
a short spaefe in the paper and yet we would like to 
have that meeting reported. The co-operation or or¬ 
ganizations is naming press reporters would make this 
possible. 

Such reporters should try to give accurate and 
unbiased reports of meetings and activities and should 
get their reports in to. the newspaper office promptly 
so the Value of timely publicity won’t be lost. Even 
an outline of the facts will do — wr will be glad to 
rewrite the story if we have the factual material 
brought or mailed in to us. 

If your organization isn’t getting the publicity it 
wants, make sure you have a good press reporter ap¬ 
pointed. The results will please you and please us.

Cones of Spruce are picked in 
August or September before the 
scales separate and allow the seed 
to escape. Cones of Pine are picked 
later, those of Scotch F*lhe often 
being picked in early winter or 
towards spring. During warm days 
in early spring, not only does seed 
escape from Scotch Pin^ cones 
but the cones themselves may fall 
from the-tree. If day temperatures 
are relatively high in the fall, cones 
of Scotch pine may open then. 

Cones of Jack and Lodgepolc 
pines, on the other hand, remain 
firmly attached to the tree, some¬ 
times for years, and no seed es¬ 
capes from the cones very readily.

Recently we received a bulletin 
entitled, "The Feeding Value (IT 
Damaged Grain," written by Dr 
Frank Whiting of the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station, in wi\ich 
considerable valuable information 
concerning this subject is outlined. 

-Occasionally we have had ques¬ 
tion asked us about feeding frozen 
flux. Dr. Whiting has this to say, 
‘flqjt frozen before it is mature 
is poisonous,.. This is duo to the 
formation of prussic acid in both 
the leaves and seed. It is recom¬ 
mended that flax which is frozen 
when still Immature should not be 
fed io livestock. Cooking the flax 
makes it "safe to feed.
